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The Festival 


The Dominion Drama Festival was inaugurated by the initia¬ 
tive of His Excellency, the Right Honourable the Earl of Bess- 
borough, Governor-General of Canada, in October 1932. (The oper¬ 
ation of the Festival was discontinued during World War H.) 

The Festival, which functions under a Royal Charter, was 
first held in Ottawa in April 1933 and has since become a national 
institution which commands widespread interest and recognition. 

In 1960, the Festival was favoured with the major sponsor¬ 
ship of the Canadian Association of Broadcasters, an organization 
which shares the Festival’s interest in dramatic art. 

Following the system of grouping Canada’s fourteen regions 
into eight zones, as established in 1959, the Governors of the Dom¬ 
inion Drama Festival once again have retained the services of Can¬ 
adians to adjudicate the Regional festivals and to select the winning 
play of each zone. These eight winners will be invited to particip¬ 
ate in the Final Festival which will be held May 13 to 18, 1963, in 
Kitchener, Ontario.

Graduated from the University of Ottawa in 1941 
where he received special training in Literature, Philoso- 
psy and Social Science. In 1942 he joined Les Compagnons 
de St-Laurent. The following year, he became a CBC 
radio announcer after which he was given the responsibil¬ 
ity of organizing a series of Talks programmes. From 1946 
to 1950, he produced “Radio-College” and then as Pro¬ 
gramme Director for CBC-TV (French section) he was ask¬ 
ed to study television techniques in London and the U.S.A. 
in order to help set up plans for the French CBC-TV net¬ 
work which went into operation in 1952. 

Since 1954 he has been CBC-TV producer in the 
Drama department. He has done numerous shows, not¬ 
ably a series on the History of Canada for both the Eng¬ 
lish and French networks—“Dateline”—“Je Me Souviens”. 

He has taught summer courses on Radio and Tele¬ 
vision at the Radio Institute of Laval University and con¬ 
ducted lectures on the History of Theatre and on Radio 
Interpretation at the Studio Quinze in Montreal. 

He has done much acting on stage and on radio and 
has directed numerous stage productions. 

He has twice been honoured with the “Trophee Fri- 
gon”, once for his contribution to Canadian history with 
the programme “Dateline” and then as best producer of a 
dramatic television series “Joie de Vivre” by Jean Despres. 
He is the bearer of the Canadian Radio Award, the Queen’s 
Medal, the Commercial Relations Council Trophy and the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s Bronze Medal. 

In 1952 he directed Mozart’s “Cosi Fan Tutte” for 
the Montreal Festival and produced on CBC-TV a 90 min¬ 
ute drama Musset’s ”Les Caprices de Marianne.” He is 
presently directing 39 half hour episodes of “La Balsa- 
mine” written by a former DDF trophy winner, Jean 
Filiatrault.
